He said that $5 cents on each dollar 
must be paid tn before the contract is 
“matured” and loans are allowed. There 
is an initiation fee of $3 for every $1000 
invested. On the ordinary contract Yor 
$1000 the sum of $6.36 is paid monthly. 

Of this $5.35, 25 cents Is subtracted for 
Management and advertising, and 10 
cents goes as a “reserve fund.” The $5 
is credited on the $1000 the policy holder 
has promised to pay.

In the Carondelet Police Station She 
Spent the Night, Safe From the 
Terrors of the Town, Guard- 
ed by Police. 


Alma Linton, 13 years old, was Queen of 
the Carondelet Police Station last night. 

Bewildered by the labyrinth of strects 
near the Madison school in South St. Louis, 
she become lost Friday evening and ap- 
pealed to the police for protection.

Friday Alma, thinking her home was in 
order, left her Uncle William's home and 
started for home, which was only a short 
d@‘stance away. The way seemed as plain 
in her mind as North Market street. 

She walked fast, sliding a bit, where the 
icy sidewalk gave opportunity, her cheeks 
buffeted rosy red by the wind and her 
heart light as the snow flakes. On and on 
slic fared, first down this street then up 
that one. Night came on and lights burst 
through the gathering darkness, guides for 
those who knew their road, but tantalizing 
to the lost little girl. The telephone poles 
and the tall houses, indistinct in the gloom, 
blended themselves into great, m fov- 
ests and the excited imagination of the 
child was filled with unknown terrors. 

She half expected the wolf to come, a 
real wolf, not the one who walked per- 
petually beside the weary tollers who 
passed her going home.

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LEGISLATION AND LARYNXES. 


The Panama treaty and the statehood bill have got mixed up 
in the Senate and there is little hope that either will be acted 
upon before adjournment. 

Both these measures are of the first importance and ought 
to be pressed to passage. Their entanglement to the detriment 
of both illustrates the power of special interests to defeat or 
obstruct legislation. 

The Panama treaty is Sincerely opposed by Senator Morgan, 
who is trying to talk it to death But Mr. Quay has not the 
excuse of sincerity. His object is to insure the passage of the 
statehood bill, and he is not scrupulous as to the means em- 
ployed. The end justifies the means, even if his tactics defeat 
other measures equally important.

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AN ELECTION LAW AT ONCE. 


The discussion of proposed St. Louis election legislation be- 
fore the joint committee of Senate and House Thursday night 
encourages the hope that the two parties will speedily get to- 
gether and pass a bill satisfactory to all. 
It is agreed that the ‘abolition of central registration, which 
is practically provided by thé pending bill, is an essential re- 
quirement. The equal division of the clerical force in the com- 
missioners’ office is acceptable to both. parties, but perhaps the 
provision should be made so plain that it cannot be evaded. It 
is further agreed that to begin registration 90 days before elec- 
tion is in the interest of an honest ballot.

The climax came when she was sent 
to Europe to plead for héip to save the 
falling throne. 

Maximilian, wasted by malarial fever, was 
in a precarious state of health, and she left 
the man she loved with all the anxiléty of 
a devoted wife. Then her proud epirit re- 
volted at the task before her. She, the 
daughter of a king, who had worn the crown 
of an empire, must Bue like any beggar for 
the favor of those who had heaped ignom- 
iny and insult upon her husband. Her ill- 
ness followed and the news reached Max!- 
milian just when he was looking for her 
return. 

She knelt to Napoleon and the Pope in 
vain. She besought Leopold's aid only to 
be scorned. Maximillan’s former support- 
ers left tim to “dree his weird’ alone, and 
the ‘Emperor, all the man in his last stand 
for his empire, fought his last battle and 
yiclded up his sword in the belief that his 
beautiful wife had been mercifully spared 
the pain. A false report of her death 
reached him a few days before his execu- 
tion. 

To the unhappy woman of Europe, pour- 
ing her tearful prayers into unheseding 
ears, the shot on the Hill of the Bells that 
ended her lover-husband’s life was thé 
last touch that dethroned her reason. Con- 
fined at Laeken, where at one time her 
household numbered three hundred, she has 
held her court and lived over in disordered 
imagination the scenes of other days. Her 
ladies in waiting are ptesented to her just 
as a stranger at Chapultepec, and she has 
bestowed upon them the gifts that came 
to her. The gifts were frequently the pic-

Her antipathy to Leopold dates from her 
landing at Brest, from Mexico, high in 
hope that her private fortune which was 
immense, would reorganize the imperial 
cause. She was met with the information 
that the Belgian King had possession of 
her inheritancé and would not permit it to 
be diverted to the causé she had at heart. 
Throughout her madness the remembrance 
of that crownifig sorrow has never left 
her, and she abhors its author with all the 
strength of her passionate nature. 


A singular poignancy fs added to the 
tragic history of Maximilian and Carlotta 
by the fact that had they been content to 
wait the course of events the ambitious 
pair would have sat upon the Austrian 
throne. The suicide of his nephew, Ru- 
dotph, with the beautiful Baroness Vetsera, 
would have left Maximilian his brother's 
helr. 


“Poor Carlotta,” said Pope Pius IX, 
when the first symptoms of her mental 
malady showed themselves. ‘Take good 
care of her.’’ 

Poor Carlotta, she is approaching the end 


of her sorrows, and death will bring her 
rest.

NEVADA, Mo., Feb. 21-—Albert Badger 
must pay over $700 for killing W. I. Fish- 
er’s dog, a pedigreed fox hound. The owner 
sued for $100 damages. The case was tried 
three times, appealed to the Kansas City 
court of appeals, decided adversely td the 
plaintif? there and is dismissed by agree- 
ment that the defendant pay court costs. 

Badger’s wifé awoke him in the night 
of June 11, 1900. She heard strange noises 
in the house. Badger got his gufi and went 
around the house. He heard movements 
in the dining-room and demanded that the 
intruder come out. Fisher’s dog leaped 
from the window and Badger shot him. 

To the layman this séems to present a 
plain case wherein no damages could be 
recovered. But lawyers see things differ- 
ently. Fisher employed L. L. Seott, Will- 
fam Bowker and J. B. Joufmey to sue; 
Badger employed ex-Congressman C. G. 
Burton, T. J. Myers and J. T. Harding. 
They fought tn the courts two and a haif 
years. 

There were two incomplete trials and the 
case went to the third jury, which stood 
nine for Fisher and three for Badger. This 
verdict gave Fisher $20 damages. The court 
of appeais remanded the case because the 
trial court had ruled out evidence that on 
a night previous to the killing a crock of 
milk in Badger’s house had been emptied 
by an intruder, presumably the dog. The 
court of appeals said:

if he is really John Wilkes Booth, he is 
my father, and if there is no other idén- 
tity proven, believe him, for he is tell- 
ing the truth. 

“He was married to my mother in the 
state of Tennessee, long after the assas- 
Sination of Lincoln. His wife’s name was 
Louisa Booth, and my name is the same 
as one of his sisters, I believe the only 
one he had, Laura Ida Booth, my middle 
name being the same as that of moth- 
er’s sisters. Do you know whether he 
had a family in the territory or not? His 
wife, my mother. died in 1879. I never 
saw -~ father. He went away two 
months before I was born. 

“This story may seem very strange to 
you. but nevertheless it ig true. I have 
a stepbrother who saw the wedding of 
Booth and my mother, and it the Okla- 
homa suicide is John Wilkes Booth, then 
I am entitled to some of his estate.

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Lower House of the Indiana 
Legislature Passes Her Bill 
for Deaf Mute School. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 21.—Miss Le- 
titia Gallaher has won half her fight and 
the lower House of the legislature has 
voted $3000 for the support of a day school 
for deaf mutes at Evansville. 


When it came time for the bill to be 
voted upon it looked doubtful whether or 
not she had enough votes to win. But 
here her tact—anhd beauty perhaps—stood 
her well. She managed to get a seat beside 
Speaker Marshall when the bill was called 
for passage

fiaished there were 46 ayes and 48 noes.

The result was that in a few 
minutes the bill had over two-thirds of 
the House to its credit.

She was proud 
of her victory and today she declared her 
intention of bravely tackling the senators 
and the governor.

WAS. GONE OY 
TWENTY YEAR 
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William Watson’s Family 
Have Had a Strange Ex- 
perience With Him. 


PADUCAH, Ky., Feb. 21.—News from 
Hickman County of a story which goes to 
prove that truth is sometimes stranger 
than fiction. ‘The narrative involves the 
name of a popular Paducah man and of @ 
number of well-known people. It tells of 
the supposed death of the head of a family 
more than a score of years ago, who came 
to life again and after a few days van- 
quished as completely ss he had done on 
the first occasion. It also deale with the 
discovery of the father’s existence by two 
of his children and of the discovery also 
that they had two hialf-sieters living within 
a short distance of their homes. 

In the early 70s William Watson lived 
near Columbus, Hickman County. His first 
wife had two littie girls and when she 
died he married Miss Belle Hayes, Hving 
in Carlisle County.

Columbus. Watson's 
daughters by his first marriage had become 
very much attached to their stepmother 
and they clung to her skirta begging that 
she take them with her. Being poor, she 
could not care for them and was forced 
to leave them behind. 

Ww atson carried the two little girls to 
Columbus, where he gave them away to a 
woman in that town. They grew to wom- 
anhood and both married. One is now Mrs. 
William Muscovalley of Columbus, and the 
oer Mrs. Année Johnson, lives in Ar- 


nsas. 

After abandoning the children, Watson 
disappeared, and was never heard of in 
until a few weeks ago, when he appeared in 
Columbus and made himaeif known to 
Muscovalley as her father. Sh aueas 
him on the ground that as he he. cared 
so Httle for he she owed him no welcome 
and declined to entertain him at her hame. 
After remaining about town for a day or 
two and yy to his former acquaint- 
ances that he had been living in the south- 
west for many years, Watson again took 
himself off. 

The facts in connection with the disap- 

earance were printed in the Columbus 
critic. One copy of the paper reached 
Watson’s son, Lee, while another was sent 
to his som John, in this city. Both had 
grown to manhood ignorant of the fate of 
their father, but they had been taught to 
believe that he had been drowned years 
ago in the Mississippi. It was news to 
learn that he had come to life n and 
also to learn that thelr two half-sisters 
were still on earth. 

The concluding chapter of the story is 
a. in the following from the Columbus 
Sritic: 

‘“‘His second wife had struggled hard with 
her two children, and now lives in Car- 
lisie County, only a few miles from this 
city, Watson’s son, Lee, who was born 
July 26, 1877, was in Columbus Monday and 
Tuesday huntin up evidence which would 
place him on his father’s track and was 
naesured that he bought a ticket here for 
East Prairie; o., and Mr. Watson went 
there to make further investigation.
